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REMARKS. 

There  were  twenty -three  weeks  of  school  during  the 
past  year.  If  the  "literary  fund"  had  been  received  from 
the  state  earlier,  there  would  have  been  sufficient  money  for 
a  longer  term  the  past  fall. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  urges  the 
school  board  to  place  an  article  in  the  school  warrant  to  see 
if  Campton  shall  vote  to  become  a  supervisory  district,  and 
unite  with  other  towns,  and  hii-e  an  expert  superintendent 
of  schools,  the  state  to  pay  one-half  of  his  salary  and  the 
towns  the  other  half,  (proportionately.) 

The  purpose  of  this  is  to  enable  towns  to  raise  the 
standard  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  their    public  schools. 

About  53  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  the  state  are 
now  under  expert  supervision. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  voters  of  this  town  will  give  this 
matter  careful  thought,  as  anything  that  will  fnrther  the  in- 
terests of  education  is  what  we  should  strive  for.
